having a second electrode major dimension facing each other and formed on a substrate, wherein 
the first electrode major dimension and the second electrode dimension extend in a direction 
perpendicular to a surface of the substrate, and in combination with others as claimed in 
independent claims 2, 27, 30, 35.
